THE HANDLING OF THE TAIWAN ISSUE HAS BEEN THE 
MAJOR OBSTACLE TO PROGRESS AT THE TALKS. AT THIS 
POINTn PEKING APPARENTLY PREFERS TO LEAVE CANADA'S 
POSITION ON THE ISLAND'S STATUS AMBIGUOUS- THE CHI- 
NESE NEGOTIATOR TOLD HIS CANADIAN COUNTERPART THAT 
A JOINT STATEMENT RECOGNIZING PEKING'S SOVEREIGNTY 
OVER TAIWAN WAS "UNNECESSARY."
